Postmaster-General Smith Says the 

The Post Office Department has _pre- 
pared a demurrer in the case recently -in- 
stituted by the Purcell Envelope Company 
against Postmaster-General asking 
for an injunction to restrain hum from an- 
nulling the contract awarded the company, 
and giving it toa ‘concern. The orig- 
inal contract awarded by Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Gary to the Purcell Company was for 
furnishing the Government with its 
stamped envelopes and newspaper wrap- 
pers for the next four years. The contract 
was prepared in duplicate and signed by 
the Purcell Company and forwarded to the 
department, and the day before Mr. Gary 
tendered his resignation he wrote to the 
Purcell Company that the contract had 
been awarded to it. This action was an- 
nulled by Postmaster-General Smith when 
h@assumed charge of the office. 

In the demurrer of Postmaster-General 
Smith it is comtended that the Purcell En- 
velope Company has no standing in a 
Court of Equity for the reason that no 
contract has been awarded to it, and that 
the only remedy is at law, in making ap- 
plication for a writ of mandamus to com- 
pel the postmaster-general to complete the 
contract. It is further contended that the 
present postmaster-general, upon investi- 
gating the matter, found that the Purcell 
Company was not properly equipped with 
facilities with which to do the Government 
work and fulfill the terms of the contract, 
and it was decided to annul it and read- 
vertise for further bids. The Purcell Com- 
pany got the contract four years ago, but 
sublet it to its chief rival, which had for 
years before been doing the work, and 
which it them underbid, and realized a 
handsome sum by the transaction. With 
this sum it constructed a much larger 
plant at Holyoke, Mass., and again under- 
bid the rival concern, and had planned to 
do the work itself for the next four years. 
A date for the hearing of the case has not 
yet been set,

The company was incorporated 
on March 11, 1889, under New York laws, 
with a capital stock of $200,000. Hereto- 
fore the books for the company were man- 
ufactured under contract by the Judge 
Publishing Company, and largely sold 
through another company. 


Judge Harlan, in the Circuit Court, Bal- 
timore, Md., appointed Thomas R. Clen- 
denin and John W. H. Fry receivers for 
M. Howard .Mettee, a dealer in wall pa- 
pers at 128 West Lexington street. Each 
of the receivers gave bond in the sum of

It is also claimed that he was 
about to issue a deed of trust, which would 
have been to the disadvantage of his 
father.

If IS AGAIN ADJOURNED IN 
CITY COURT. 


To Come Up August 23—Adjournment 
Asked for lhis Time by Defense— 
Assistant District Attorney’s State- 
ment. 





The trial of the case of Frank R. Walker, 
charged with grand larceny, has been again 
adjourned, this time until August 23. 

When the case came up on adjournment 
from July 13 in the Centre Street Police 
Court yesterday Franklin Bien, the attor- 
ney for Walker, was not present. He was 
| represented by another géntleman from his 
office. This party stated that Mr. Bien was 
ill at some seaside resort and desired a fur- 
ther adjournment of the case. 

Assistant District Attorney Charles Le 
| Barbier was on hand ready to try the case 

for the people. He facetiously inquired as 
to how long Mr. Bien’s seashore attacks 
lasted, and wanted to know why the case 
couldn’t go on without Mr. Bien. © Assist- 
| ant District Attorney Le Barbier stated 
that he had been unable to try the case on 
July 13 because he was engaged in prose- 
cuting a similar charge against one Wil- 
liam W. Howell in the Court of General 
Sessions. . Howell was subsequently con- 
victed and got three years and six months. 

Former Assistant District “Attorney 
Rosalsky, counsel for Sterling E. Smith, 
| who is arraigned with Walker upon the 

same charge and accused by the police of 
being Walker’s right-hand man in the op- 
erations conducted under the cloak of the 
Bridgeport Brass Manufacturing Com- 
pany, was quite willing to try his case or 
agree to an adjournment. 

Magistrate Flammer, who was on the 
bench, seemed to think that, in view of the 
fact that the people had already secured 
two adjournments, the defense was entitled 
to at least one. 

After much legal verbiage and sparring 
by counsel an adjournment was finally 
agreed to until Tuesday, August 23, at 2 
P. M. 

During the course of the argument As- 
sistant District Attorney Charles Le Bar- 
bier stated that it was his belief that the 
magistrate could do naught else but hold 
the culprits for the grand jury, when all 
the facts would be brought out. The peo- 
ple, he said, were ready to prove that 
Walker had been systematically robbing 
the paper trade for years. 

“This case,” he declared, “is only one of 
many. We have a dozen complaints yet to 
bring against him. As regards this partic- 
ular case, however, we are prepared to 
show that Walker’s agent made a state- 
ment which was subsequently conveyed ‘9 
Mr. Kelly to the effect that he represente 
the Bridgeport Brass Company, with a 
manufactory in Bridgeport, Conn., whereas 
such was not the case. 

“We are also prepared to show,” con- 
tinued the assistant district attorney, “that 
acting upon the strength of this statement 
alone, Mr. Kelly sold’ goods to Walker, 
which he’ subsequently disposed of at a 
less price to one Fensley, making out a 
bill therefor in the name of D. Lawrence, 
which bill was receipted by one Struthers, 
who is none other than Sterling E. Smith, 
the co-defendant here. We feel quite able 
to show there was a well-intended effort to 
defraud by trick and device, and by mis- 
representation, and we are confident of 
being able to furnish all the evidence nec- 


essary to prove all our allegations.”

Joun Grorce Barnsrince. 

John George Bainbridge, of Henry 
Bainbridge & Co., the well-known jobbers 
and importers of stationery, New York, 
died at Greenwich, Conn., July 31. Mr. 
Bainbridge had for some time been a suf- 
ferer from Bright’s disease of the kidneys, 
and on July § he left his home at 53 West 
Seventy-third street and went to Green-

wich, Conn., for the benefit of his health, 
his family going with him. Not growing 
any better, an operation was determined 
upon, and the reports as to his condition 
which afterward reached this city were en- 
couraging, but it was found necessary to 
perform another operation, and from this 
he never recovered. The news of Mr. 
Bainbridge’s death was a shock not only 
to his trusted employees, but to the trade, 
few of the members of which knew even 
that he was ill, much more that his life 
was in any danger. 

John George Bainbridge was a son of 
William Bainbridge, and was born in 
Yarm, England, October 20, 1831. His 
father was a manufacturer of writing pa- 
pers, and it is said that the business is now 
carried on there by Charles T. Bain- 
bridge’s Sons, though it is not known 
whether they are connections of the Amer- 
ican Bainbridges or not. During the 
great cholera epidemic in England, in 
about 1847, five members of this family 
died of the disease within a week. The 
children were taken in charge by relatives, 
and John George was adopted by a bache- 
lor uncle, the bulk of whose property he 
inherited at the latter’s death. In 1874, at 
the age of forty-three years, he married

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Anna M. Keeler, New York, and was the 
father of four children, two sons of 
and Arthur C., are 
connected with the business. The names 
of the other two are George and John. 
Mr. Bainbridge was a member of the 
Downtown Association, a dining club, the 
Colonial Club, the St. George’s Society, 
and in times gone by he took a great in- 
terest in cricket and was an active member 
of the St. George Cricket Club. He was 
also a member of St. Agnes’ Episcopal 
Church, New York, and one of the organ- 
izers in 1875 of the Stationers’ Board of 
Trade. When the board was incorporated 
February 12, 1879, he was elected a mem- 
ber of the board of trustees, and was re- 
elected several times. He made no preten- 
sions as a writer, but a creditable article 
entitled “The Stationery Trade,” in the 
book called “One Hundred Years of 
American Commerce,” was from his pen. 

Personally Mr. Bainbridge was of a ge- 
nial temperament, but a man withal of 
deeds, not words. Physically he was rath- 
er a typical Englishman, short, thick-set 
and broad-shouldered. In speech he was 
slow, and in spite of himself and his long 
residence in the United States he retained 
to a considerable degree the peculiarities 
of accent. common to the Yorkshireman. 
He is survived by his widow and four chil- 
dren. The funeral services were held at 
Greenwich on Wednesday, August 3, and 
the interment will be in Greenwood Cem- 
etery, Brooklyn, N. Y., at the convenience 
of the family. His death leaves Henry C. 
Bainbridge, of Charles T. Bainbridge’s 
Sons, and president of the Stationers’ 
Board of Trade, the oldest living male 
representative of the Bainbridge family in 
the United States. 





Grorce W. SHort. 


George W. Short, a well-known citizen 
of Cleveland, died in Dansville, N. Y., 
July 23. George W. Short was born in 
Cleveland fifty-five years ago, the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Lewis Short, pioneers in that 
community. Both his parents lived to a 
great age, his father having died four years 
ago at the age of eighty-four, and his 
mother three years ago at the age of 
eighty-three. The son acquired his educa- 
tion in the public and high schools of 
Cleveland, and in Oberlin College, which 
for a time he attended, though he did not 
remain long enough to be graduated. Just 
before the civil war Mr. Short entered the 
employ of Sanford & Hayward, pioneer 
printers and blank book manufacturers, 
whose business was established in 1832. 
The firm was composed of Elijah Sanford 
and Col. W. H. Hayward. Colonel Hay- 
ward is still living and is one of the most 
honored of Cleveland’s citizens. A few 
years after his first employment with the 
firm Mr. Short was taken into partnership. 
In 1871 Colonel Hayward retired from the 


business and the name was changed to 
Sanford & Co. In 1878 Mr. Sanford re- 
tired and the firm became Short & For- 
man, and so continued up to 1891, when the 
building, which stood next to the Perry- 


‘Payne Building, was burned. Short & For- 


man were burned out in that fire, and 
when it came to reorganization Mr. Short 
withdrew from the firm. After that time 
he was in the foundry and machinery busi- 
ness with the Excelsior Iron Works Com- 
pany and the Cleveland Wheel and Foun- 
dry Company. Of the latter establishment 
he was secretary and general sales agent.

The Maritime Sulphite Fibre Company, 
Limited, Chatham, N. B., was recently 
damaged by fire.

Electricity in Paper.

“The discharge of the electricity on the 
surfaces is ineffective because, after (1's 
discharge,-the interior charge is eliminated 
slowly, and because the surface of the sf 
per is thus subjected anew to electric in‘l- 
ence. ‘The inventors, having thus takeo 
account of the causes of the ill success of 
their predecessors, have reached a satis- 
factory result by using very large dis- 
charge points disposed in such manner 
to act during a sufficient time to remove 
the electricity not only from the surfaces. 
but also from the interior.”

There is then a continuous cushion 
of slightly compressed air along the body 
of the paper, while the edges thereof are 
kept from contact with the sides of the 
tray by streams or sheets of air passing be- 
tween the edges of the paper and the sides 
of the tray. The present attempted meth- 
ods of air-suspended paper are undoubted- 
ly an inspiration from the “pneumatic dry-

Coating paper has become one of the fine 
arts. The man who coated paper five or 
ten years ago would not know much about 
the business as practiced to-day were he 
suddenly set down in one of the immense 
establishments that are now turning out 
tons upon tons of coated paper. 

The finish obtained from the surface was 
not even dreamed of half a decade ago. 
The demands of the lithographer have 
been supplemented by those of the half- 
tone printer. It is to the latter personage 
that we owe much of the advance made in 
coated papers. A few years ago blanc fixe 
or sulphate of barytes formed the base of 
about all the coating used. To-day that 
material has become too scarce and expen- 
sive for the coating mills to use. Instead 
they must content themselves with china 
clay or some similar substance, to obtain 
the improved surface. 

With this comparatively inferior mate- 
rial it was mecessary that methods and 
processes be greatly improved, A great 
help in this direction lies in the machinery 
now used for producing body coatings. It 
used to be considered sufficient to stir up 
the material a few minutes in a keg or box 
by means of a paddle. Now the coating 
mills are fitted with elaborate apparatus for 
this work. Some of them are almost ex- 
actly like the paint mixers used in good 
paint mills. Indeed I have seen in use 
some of the grinders similar to those paint 
is put through. This incorporates the vehi- 
cle and pigment most effectually, and no 
stirring by hand can approach it in effect. 
After being mixed and incorporated, as 
above described, the coating should be 
kept in motion until it is put upon the ma- 
chine. 

For this purpose nothing is better than 
small stirrers made for that purpose and 
mounted upon a sliding vertical shaft. 
With these machines the coating can be 
put into barrels, and in barrels transferred 
by means of a truck and placed under one 
of the stirrer machines, which is then let 
down into the barrel, and permitted to re- 
volve therein until the contents of the bar- 
rel are required for use. 

Coating made and kept in this manner 
will make a better surface than that which 
is mixed by hand as wanted. In coating 
machines there has been almost a revolu- 
tion, Perhaps a certain mill in Massachu- 
setts may be called the finest coated pzper 
concern in the country, but in Philadelphia 
I find concerns which can compete com- 
mercially with any others. Eastern Mas- 
sachusetts and Southern New Hampshire 
may be termed almost the cradle of the 
coated paper industry, from which it emi- 
grated to Ohio, where fine mills are now 
in operation. 

With the progress of the coating ma- 
chine, the brush industry has kept pace. It 
used to be quite a task to explain to the 
brush makers how small sectional brushes 
should be made and mounted so as to form 
the large complete brush necessary for cne 
of the old-time machines. Thus the rotary 
bed machine was evolved. This, with its 
rubber apron and oscillating brushes, 
causes @ great improvement in coated pa- 
per. Now this machine is disappearing; in 
its place we have a cylinder machine, where 
a wheel of great diameter takes the place 
of a flat table, and circulating revo!ving 
brushes do the work better than the long, 
thin oseillating concerns supplied with the 
flat table machines. 

The advance of coating machines in this 
direction is directly in line with wall-paper 
Printing. It may almost be said to be 
adapted from the wall-paper machine. 
Some time since an attempt was made to 
coat both sides of the paper at once. In 
fact a machine has been constructed for 
this purpose and is in use in some parts of 
the country. 

‘ great many of these machines have 
becn sold in Great Britain and on the con- 
tinont. As far as I am acquainted with 

' machines they have not yet reached 
legree of perfection necessary for their 
cov.mereial success. Perhaps I should 
modify this statement by saying that it is 
the machine which is not perfect, for 
ubtedly the double coating machine 
: its work to perfection. The trouble, 
ever, lies in taking care of the paper 
1 the time it is coated until it’is dry. 
attempt has been made to support the 
paper by open jets of air. This has not 
yet proved successful. A recourse is had 
to the old stickgmethod, with the result 
that about ome sheet in five seems to be 
ked across its width by the sticks. It 
idoubtedly possible to suspend the pa- 
upon air while it is drying, but the cost 

ht be considerable. 
obably it will be of no use to experi- 
t with open jets of air issuing from 
s or nozzles. Instead of this a tray or 


sized paper. As long as the sides of the 
air-suspension machines remain unclosed 
just so long will the machine be impracti- 
cable. 

Another step in the evolution of paper 
coating is in the line in which the drying 
is done. It used to be the fashion to put a 
dozen coils of pipe on the floor and fes- 
toon the paper above the heating surface. 
The power connection with the traveling 
bed on which the paper hung was made by 
means of ropes. To-day the rope drive has 
almost entirely disappeared; no modern 
coating mill is supplied with a rope drive. 
The link belt has proved to be the correct 
thing for line work in drying coated paper. 

Another problem was the removing of 
the moisture-laden line from the air with 


There came a time when climatic condi- 
tions were right, that the atmosphere be- 
came laden with the moisture to the point 
of saturation, the natural consequence 
being that, no matter how much steam was 
forced through the lines, the paper would 
not dry simply because the air could not 
carry away the moisture which must evap- 
orate from the wet paper and its coating. 
Naturally a good many attempts were made 
to obviate this difficulty. 


roof of the line, but in cases where the dry- 
ing apparatus was placed in the lower 
story of a mill the air could not be con- 
ducted up through the floors above. After 
this, spouts 2 feet square were tried in 
some cases, but they proved inefficient. 
They would carry away moist air to a cer- 
tain extent, but it was found that, unless an 
equal amount of air was supplied at the 
same time, none of the moisture would 
be removed by the ventilators. 

Another attempt was made by setting up 
an immense fan, the main trunk of which 
extended down the line overhead with 
equidistant openings, into which the vapor 


was a step in the right direction, but it 
proved inefficient to a certain degree for 
the same reason that did the natural draft 
ventilation. : 
The ideal line for drying coating paper is 
the fan and conduits located as above de- 
scribed, and instead of the steam coils on 
the floor there is a pipe leading from an- 
other fan; openings in these two lines of 
pipes are made for the passage of air, and 
it is supplied to the lower pipe from a huge 


over the steam coils in that machine and 
heated to the required degree before it is 
delivered into the lines. 

The fan which is connected to the trunk 
overhead removes the moisture-laden air as 
fast as it becomes charged. This is the 
ideal method of drying coated paper, and 
it renders a mill thus equipped almost in- 
different to climatic conditions.

The recent shutdown involved all of the 
Western book mills. The next order to 
close cannot be foretold. It is predicted 
that the suspension of the past week will 
show its corresponding amount of help- 
fulness in meeting or combating present 
conditions. 

Secretary-Treasurer Burns, of the J. H. 
Friend Paper Company, states that unless 
| the trade brightens perceptibly within the 
next fortnight these extensive mills, giving 
employment to five or six hundred people, 
will be closed until conditions justify a re- 
sumption. In his opinion a shutdown 
among book makers of a couple of 
months would do more to improve trade 
conditions than any other action.

Trade continues comparatively quiet in 
tendency.

Boston is having quite a spell of good 
hot weather this week, and those left in 
town are right down to shirt sleeves try- 
ing to keep ccol. 

What little work the limited volume of 
business calls for is performed under per- 
sonal difficulties, the mind not having pow- 
er enough to direct the hands. Energy is 
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out of the question, and what is done re- 
sults from force of habit rather than from a 
determination to acomplish a purpose. 

Under such conditions business. must 
naturally become dull and lifeless, and 
when nothing is going.on trade items of in- 
terest do not materialize sufficiently to en- 
courage a news gatherer. 

Noting that Bradstreet and Dun in their 
reports of business for July state that the 
volume of trade and traffic for that month 
was of larger volume than during July of 
recent past years an effort was made to 
find out if the paper business had shared in 
that improvement, but no one connected 
with the local trade was found who would 
admit that July brought any increased vol- 
ume of business. 

“Business during July,” said one jobber, 
“was as dull as always in that month.” An- 
other said it was duller than he ever knew 
it to be, while another said, ““We just about 
held our own during July.” 

In mill supplies reports are of the samc 
tenor and the movement of paper stock 
still continues very quiet and discouraging. 

With the future development of business 
opinion seems to be hopeful, and the view 
is quite generally entertained that the end 
of the war will mark the beginning of a 
prosperous business period. 

The Hon. Thomas B. Reed in a speech 
delivered in Maine yesterday is reported to 
have said that “prosperity is right outside 
of our doors, its coming in having been de- 
ferred by the approach of war,and that now 
enterprise and money are just waiting the 
opportunity for active employment.” If 
those statements are correct the future is 
certainly bright and those engaged in the 
paper business have good cause to be hope- 
ful. 

Trade visitors have not been very numer- 
ous the past week, owing to the hot 
weather possibly. Those reported were 
Garrett Schenck, of Rumford Falls, Me., 
and Boston, Mass.; ex-Governor P. C.

Your correspondent is pleased to report 
that the paper trade is somewhat improved 
this week, and there is every prospect that 
the. improvement is permanent, and the 
manufacturers are congratulating them- 
selves that the dull period was of brief du- 
ration. There are signs of joy on all sides 
and the mill men are humming a merry 
tune of joy, while the machines are turn- 
ing out the paper and incidentally increas- 
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ing the. profits of the year. The profits 
are what most of the manufacturers jn th; 
city are looking after, and, while they wi); 
not be as large this year as’ in some years 
in the past, there is every reason at the 
present to believe that the mills will hay« 
a good year’s business, unless something. 
unforeseen at the present time, comes up i 
darken the business sky. 


From all of the mills in the city this 
week comes the same story of happiness 
and contentedness: “Business is better, 
and our mill is running full time.” Said a 
prominent paper manufacturer this after 
noon, in conversation with THe Paper 
TRADE JOURNAL man, “I do not know 
a mill in the city that has been down thi 
week. There was a different story last 
week, but business seems to have taken a 
sudden start this week, and things are 
coming our way in fair shape. To be sure. 
business is not as brisk as it might be, but 
there is no fault to find, and I think that 
we shall continue to have a good trade.” 

This is encouraging, indeed, considering 
the outlook as was reported in these col 
tumns last week, but even then none of the 
mill men really expected that the condition 
reported then was going to continue for 
very long. I am confident that the worst 
part of the summer dullness is over, be- 
cause the tone of the manufacturers js 
much brighter, and would indicate that 
they “had something up their sleeve” 
which they are not disclosing, further than 
to state that business is improving, and 
that the outlook is good. Fine writings 
have had the call this week, and when this 
is the case the Holyoke mills are “right in 
it,” as it were, and can keep their end up 
with the best of the mills. Bonds have 
sold well, and ledgers have been called for 
to some extent. Book papers have been 
rather quiet, but with an improvement 
over last week. Linens have claimed a 
share of the orders, and the trade moves 
merrily along. 

I have heard discordant wails from the 
rag men, however, this week, and as far as 
they are concerned business might be bet- 
ter. The rag market is dull; in fact, I am 
assured that at no time this summer has 
the market for rags been as dull as at the 
present time. This is very likely due to 
the two weeks’ dullness in the Holyoke 
mills, which caused the consiimption of 
rags to be reduced materially. The rag 
men are waitigg their chance, however, 
and when business is booming with the 
mills it is said that the loss of business 
will be made up by an increase in price. 

Coming back to the paper trade, I had 
the pleasure of a short interview with Fred 
Newton, of the Norman Paper Company, 
this afternoon, in which he expressed him- 
self as highly pleased with the outlook. 
He said: “The Norman Paper Company 
is running full time, and is seven weeks 
behind on its orders. We have received 
more orders during the past two weeks 
than we did during the period covered by 
the three weeks previous. There is every 
indication that business is on the gain, and 
that the boom will be lasting. I believe 
that there will be a generally good {all 
trade, and there is no excuse for the man- 
ufacturers hanging back and no possible 
reason why orders should not be placed 
at once. All of the excuses for not plac- 
ing orders have been exhausted, and I ex- 
pect that there will be no difficulty in gath-

The mill of the International Paper 
Company, Rumford Falls, Me., will soon 
undergo numerous changes under the di- 
rection of Edwin Riley, the division super- 
intendent at that point. 

Contracts were let last week for the 
stone work for a large pulp grinding plant 
to be erected at Livermore Falls, Me., by 
J. E. Henry & Sons, Lincoln. The con- 
tract was secured by A, R. Smith and E. 
O. Gitchell, Plymouth, and work will be 
commenced at once and pushed to com- 
pletion. The idea is to do away with all 
the now existing dams, power and plant, 
to begin on new plans and locations and 
put in a plant that will, as near as possi- 
ble, be as permanent as the ledge on which 
it will rest. John W. Dresser, Franklin, who 
for a number of years was head mechanic 
for the Winnipiseogee Paper Company, 
has been there making plans, and in gen- 
eral consultation with J. E. Henry & 
Sons. The specifications call for a very 
heavy stone dam across. the channel 
where the short dam now is, with the log 
sluice in it, a stone and lug dam from the 
end of this in a northeast direction and 
following nearly the line of the old wing 
dam, to the abrupt ledge on the other side. 
The amount of stone work to be done will 
be in‘the vicinity of 2,300 cubic yards and 













the blasting for foundations, wheel 
and tail ways, some 600 cubic yards. When 
this work is completed there will be a head 
of 36 feet and estimated average of 1,600 
horse-power available. Horizontal water 
wheels will be used and the power will be 
transmitted to the mill overhead that will 
be 85 feet long and 44 feet wide and will be 
supported on a heavy water wall, cross 
walls, piers, etc., which will be built up 
from the bed of the river. The mill will 
be located just north of the present depot 
and over the gorge that is there now. 


A syndicate of New York capitalists is 
about to put up a sulphite pulp mill at 
Winn, Me. When completed the mill’s aver- 
age output will be 25 tons a day. As soon 
as the sulphite mill is in working order the 
company proposes to erect a paper mill 
for making news.

The 
current generated is of 1,000 volts, two- 
phase, which is raised by transformers to 
8,000 volts, three-phase, for transmission 
over the long ling of the bare wires. 
The loss in the line is found by 
careful tests to be only about 3 per 
cent. At Cumberland Mills the current 
is reduced by transformers to 400 volts, 
and is used for power. The total loss 
in transmission is about 32 per cent. 
This accounts for only about one-third of

Ouestion—How can felt jackets be 
etched in the middle equally with the 
ids, and how may they best be shrunk 
er they are put on the rolls? I have 
n having trouble with jackets by find- 

them too small in the middle, though 

ge enough at the ends. Then, when 
ily in place, I could not get the ends 
shrink tight enough to fit the rolls. 

\nswer.—The correct way to stretch a 

ket is to apply pressure equally at the 

ddle as well as at the ends. The old- 

le jacket stretcher consisted of two 
pieces of wood with a right and left 
screw passed through each end thereof. 
Probably this is the kind of instrument 
the querist is using. He places the jack- 
et upon it, screws up the bolts and 
stretches the ends of the jackets more 
than the middle, owing to the spring of the 
wooden frame, which is greatest in the 
centre, and allows the jacket to remain too 
small at that point. 

Jacket stretchers are now made which 
stretch equally in the middle and at the 
two ends. This is effected in various ways; 
some of the stretchers have a longitudinal 
shaft upon which a thread is cut and three 
nuts are fitted. Each of the nuts moves 
in a wedge, which is squeezed in between 
wedge-shaped portions of the stretcher 
pieces, ; 

By screwing up the shaft, the ends of 
which are squared to fit the wrench, all of 
the wedges are forced equally into the 
stretcher, moving the parts the same dis- 
tance near the centre as at the ends. An- 
other form of stretcher, and one preferred 
by some machine tenders, has three or 
four sets of levers instead of the wedges 
above described. The levers, which are 
double, are pivoted to the stretcher bars 
and also to the nuts. 

This device has the advantage of being

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driven easier, as the one with wedges has 
considerable friction evolved in that form 
of machine. <A jacket should not be 
stretched quickly; it is better to put it on 
the machine and screw it up snug, than 
to allow it to stand a few days, when an- 
other turn may be given to the screw. In 
this way the jacket may be stretched with 
much less strain to the fabric itself. 

The time between the applications of 
force allows the fibres to adjust themselves 
to the new conditions. Indeed it is pos- 
sible, with a powerful stretcher, to open 
up a jacket so quickly that the felt may be 
torn apart, the same jacket, if 
stretched slowly, could be expanded to a 
much greater extent without even being 
strained, providing the stretcher power 
were applied slowly. 

For shrinking a jacket I know of no 
better than the alternate application of 
hot and cold water. The water should not 
be too hot at first, neither should the first 
application be too cold, but as the shrink- 
ing process becomes nearly finished an in- 
crease in the difference of temperature 
will pull down the refractory parts and en- 
able a smooth, tight jacket to be secured. 

In winter time a finish of a roll may be 
with ice water and steam at the boiling 
point. It is better to commence with wa- 
ter at 70 and hot water at 160 degrees. 
Then finish off, if necessary, with the 
higher and lower temperatures, but do not 
use them if the jacket can be shrunk with- 
out. 

Question.—In shrinking jackets can you 
give me a good method of heating water 
in the quantities required for the opera- 
tion? I desiredjto connect a pipe with the 
boiler below the water line for this pur- 
pose, also for blowing out the meshes of 
wire and for general use around the ma- 
chine, but my engineer presented such 
emphatic objections that I have. hesitated 
about tapping the boiler as above stated. 
Why should not this be done, and is there 
any other way for heating water effectu- 
ally for this and other purposes? 

Answer.—Most assuredly the engineer 
was right. No boiler should have a pipe 
tapped into it below the water line unless 
said pipe is directly under control of the 


while 


engineer. 
blow pipe should be thus connected. 

Suppose, for instance, that a man should 
use the hot water, and, when done with it, 
should throw down the hose and leave the 
valve partially open. A steady leakage of 
water from the boiler would be the result, 
and if left in that condition, especially at 
night, it might result in a serious accident 
to the steam plant. 

There are several methods by which hot 
water can be secured in quantity. Per- 
haps the best way is to put in a regular 
water heater consisting of a shell to hold 
the water, inside of which are coils of 
steam pipes, the latter being connected 
with the boiler above and below the water 
line. This appliance can be so connected 
and adjusted that steam will be admitted 
as long as the temperature of the water re- 
mains below a certain degree, but the steam 
will be shut off and remain so when that 
degree of heat is attained. 

Another method of heating is by means 
of an ordinary ejector; one of the little 
steam siphons made in the form of a tee 
may be used. This will heat the limited 
quantity of water and by throttling the 
water supply and giving a large amount of 
steam the liquid can probably be heated to 


the degree required for shrinking a 
jacket. 
The best method, however, is to pur- 


chase a regular injector for washing boil- 
ers. These steam instruments are made 
and supplied to most railroad shops, where 
they are placed upon a convenient post 
and connected with a hose for washing 
out the boilers of locomotive engines. 
These instruments are fitted with steam 
and water controllers in such a manner 
that any degree of temperature below that 
of steam may be given to the water. 

One of these instruments is the best 
that can be obtained for heating water 
continuously, either for shrinking jackets, 
for thawing pipes, blowing out wire 
sereens, or for any of the hot water used 


around paper mills.

Tariff Decisions. 





A decision has been handed down by the 


Board on Classification of the United 
States General Appraisers on the protest of 
Andrew Kan & Co. against the collector at 
Portland, Ore., on an invoice of Japanese 
paper napkins. In accordance with pre- 


vious decisions of the board, it was found 
that the goods were manufactures of paper 
duty thereon at 35 


1897, 


and the assessment of 
per cent., under paragraph 407, act ol 
was sustained, 

In the absence of evidence to the con- 
trary, the board found upon the report of 
the appraiser that the goods imported by 
O. G. Hempstead & Son, of Philadelphia, 
were engravings and not lithographs. The 
claim that they were dutiable at 5 cents per 
pound, under paragraph 400, act of 
was overruled and the assessment of duty 
at 25 per cent. under paragraph 403 was af- 
firmed. 

The board found that the goods imported 
by Schlesinger & Mayer, of Chicago, were 
painted lithographs. It was held that they 
were correctly assessed for duty at 25 per 
cent. under paragraph 403, act of 1897, and 
the claim that they are dutiable at 20 per 
cent. under paragraph 454 was overruled. 

The board also handed down a decision 
in the case of goods imported by Robert 
W. Smith, of Philadelphia, which were 
blank checks on the London Joint Stock 
Bank, printed for the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company by the American Bank Note 
Company, of Philadelphia. They were sent 
abroad to have the necessary revenue 
stamp printed on them by the British Gov- 
ernment printing house in London, and 
after receiving the stamps were returned to 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company in this 
country. It was considered that the checks 
had been advanced in value while abroad, 
and they were assessed for duty as litho- 
graphic prints, under paragraph 400, of the 
act of July, 1897. It was claimed that they | 
were entitled to free admission as American | 
manufactures returned, under paragraph 
483, act of July, 1897, or as uncanceled for- 
eign revenue stamps, under paragraph 670.

made is not in any degree dangerous, as | 


it is not inflammable, the use of naphtha 
or similar liquid heretofore employed be- 
ing dispensed with. 

When the temperature of the compound 
shall have diminished to about 350° Fahr. 
(more or less), the article to be treated for 
waterproofing it will be immersed in the | 
compound and allowed to remain therein | 
a length of time sufficient to absorb an 
amount of the compound equal to about 
one-fourth its own weight. The article 
will then be removed and dried or baked, 
after which the surface coating will be 
smoothed by sanding or in any other pre- 
ferred manner. The article will then be 
dipped into a finishing compound con- 
sisting of corn oil, linseed oil, and rosin 
or other gummy or resinous material, the 
oil having been first boiled, so as to thick- 
en it, before the rosin is added, whereby 
the finishing compound will be of such 
consistency that an adequate coating can 
be applied to the article with a minimum 
number of applications. For treating or- 
dinary pulp pails the finishing compound 
may consist of 75 parts of corn oil, 75 
perts of linseed oil, and 50 parts of 
rosin. Fer waterproofing some other 
articles the proportions may be varied 
moreor less tG advantage. When a

periods, The demand is small, Business 
in commercial paper is moderate and chief- 
ly confined to choice names, while the sup- 
ply is small. Rates are 344@4 per cent. for 
sixty to ninety-day indorsed bills receiva- 
ble, 334@4% for prime and 4%@5™% for 
good four to six months’ single names. 
Foreign exchange was dull and steady. 
Posted rates were $4.85 for sixty days and 
$4.86%4 for sight. Actual rates were $4.8334 
@4.84 for sixty days and $4.8514@4.85%4 
for sight.

ering them in, The close of the war’ will 
be greatly beneficial to the trade, and I am 
pleased to learn that the end is ndéw so 
near at hand. Our mill has been running 
this week on bonds, No. 1 writings, linens 
and envelope papers.” 

In speaking of the envelope papers your 
correspondent took pains to question Mr. 
Newton on the new envelope company. 
He said: “I think it should be a good 
thing for all of the mills in Holyoke, and 
we ought to be able to get better prices 
than what we have been getting. The 
price on envelope papers has been as low 
now as it was possible to get it, and I do 
not see how it can be forced lower by the 
combination. Of course the combination 
must be allowed the privilege to buy their 
papers where they can get them the cheap- 
est, but I venture to say that prices will 
not be forced lower.” Mr. Newton sug- 
gested that in his opinion the combination 
would give the public a good envelope at 
the same price as they are being made for 
by the present companies, and was firm in 
his belief that the prices on stock would 
not be crowded down nor the mills suffer 
by the combination. 

There has been a report in circulation in 
the city during the past week to the effect 
that the Springfield Envelope and P. P. 
Kellogg plants, at Springfield, would be 
moved to Holyoke as soon as the United 
States Envelope Company took hold of 
the plants. The report stated that the 
plants would then be run in connection 
with the Holyoke Envelope Company's 
plant, at South Holyoke, probably to avoid 
the expense of rent and freight. 

Treasurer Tyner, of the Holyoke Enve- 
lope Company, was seen in regard to the 
report, but he would not confirm it. He 
stated that the matter was in the hands of 
the United States Company, and at pres- 
ent he was unable to give any information 
upon the subject. It is understood that 
Mr. Tyner will be the local manager of the 
new company, and he is satisfied that an 
addition will be made to the Holyoke 
plant, but is not prepared to state when the 
addition will be made. 

The United States Company will in all 
probability take hold of the plants within 
one week or ten days, and then the plans 
of the company may be better known. 
Holyoke will be the gainer by the new 
company as regards the number of hands 
employed and the size of the plant, as it 
is conceded on all sides that the present 
plant will be enlarged, and it is stated that 
the enlargement will increase the output 
from 50 to 100 per cent. This being the 
case, a large number of new hands must 
be employed, and this will prove beneficial 
to all of the mills in that the present indi- 
cations are that the local plant will buy the 
raw material principally from Holyoke 
mills. The Holyoke mills will make a bid 
for the work, and will give the new com- 
pany reasonable inducements to place, its

that they be allowed fair profits on the pa- 
per sold. It was suggested to-day that the 
price of paper would be increased to the 
United States.Company somewhat, and in 
retufn the new company would increas¢ 
the price of envelopes proportionately. 
However, this is mere speculation on the 
part of the mill men. I understand from 
reliable authority that the Holyoke man- 
ufacturers will attempt to live on friendly 
terms with the United States Company, 
and will hold out reasonable inducements 
to that effect. Failing in this, the manufac- 
turers will take such steps in the premises 
as may seem advisable to protect their in- 
terests. 

The Norman Paper Company has placed 
two Gould screens in its mill this week. 

George W. Parsons, for twelve years 
shipping clerk for the Riverside Paper 
Company, left this week to take a position 
with the Fiber-Lyod Company, of New- 
buryport. His place with the Riverside 
mills has been taken by Paul Campbell. 

The Goddard Machine Company, of this 
city, has filed these corporation returns 
with the tax commissioner of the State: 
Assets—Machinery, $11,154; cash and 
debts, $4,392; manufactures and merchan- 
dise, $5,487; profit and loss, $13,006; total, 
$34,039. Liabilities—Capital, $10,000; debts, 
$24,039; total, $34,039. The company is 
doing a prosperous business. 

The Selvey- Wyckoff Company, of 
Springfield, was organized July 27, under 
the laws of the State of Massachusetts, 
with these directors: W. H. ey, presi- 
dent; R. T. Wyckoff, treasurer, _and ai 
Lewis Wyckoff, director. 

Horace G. Wadlin, chief of the Bureau 
of Statistics of Labor, has recently issued 
a volume of statistics of interest to the pa- 
per manufacturers. Holyoke’s industries 
stand well up in the list, and the facts con- 


cerning them as compiled by the bureau 


are as follows: Number of establish- 
ments, 355; private firms, 292; corpora- 
tions, 62; partners and stockholders, 2,479; 
males, 1,532; females, 683; amount of capi- 
tal invested, $21,608,533; value of stock 
used, $12,255,556; value of goods made and 
work done, $22,781,222; persons employed, 
average number, 12,809; smallest number, 
11,459; largest mumber, 14,337; total 
amount paid in wages, $5,255,881; average 
yearly earnings, $410.33; number of sal- 
aried persons, 464; total amount paid in 
salaries, $821,755; average salaries, $1,- 
771.02; average rtumber of days in opera- 
tion, 287.84. It would seem to me that 
from the above there is an object lesson 
to be drawn. The report states that the 
average yearly earnings were $410. Is it 


any wonder that so many people are leav- 
ing the mills in hopes of better employ- 
ment? The record books of the city of 
Holyoke show the effect of the above 
wages, where men are unable to get work 
more than a few days a week for the past 
year, and have left the mills in vain ef- 
forts to better themselves... However, the 
old adage is a good one—"’A bird in the 
hand is worth two in the bush”’—and it is 
equally true that a job in one of the Hol- 
yoke paper mills at $410 a year is better 
than nothing at all. 

The Byron Weston Paper Company, of 
Dalton, will shut down its mills Saturday 
night of this week for much-needed im- 
provements. The mills have been running 
on full time during the entire year, and re- 
port that business has been good. The 
mills will resume operations again in about 
two weeks. 

The Baird Paper Company, of Lee, re- 
ports business good. 

The Crane mills, at Westfield, are run- 
ning along on the usual good orders, and 
are turning out some A No. I paper, as 
their sample books show. The company 
reports business good, with a prospect of 
greater activity during the fall. 

James S. Newton, president of the 
Wauregan Paper Company, has allowed 
himself to be interviewed this week on 
the condition of the paper business, and 
reports that as far as he is able to learn 
there is a brighter outlook. Mr. Newton 
is heartily in hopes that the war will end 
speedily, after which he thinks that there 

Holyoke manufacturers are pleased over 
the low tax rate of $14.40 to $1,000, which 
has just been announced by the. board of 
assessors. It is not expected that the 
taxes will be very much lower than last 
year, in that the valuation has been 
jumped up. 

As far as could be ascertained in Hol- 
yoke to-day, there are no new develop- 
ments in the fight between the Purcell En- 
velope Company and Postmaster-General 
Smith over the cancellation of the award 
of the contract for the Government 
stamped envelopes to that company.
